Dl relates to a skateboard tmck assembly»which provides a king bolt to join the truck to the mounting board 21. 
Theres are holes in tiie base board 21 for bolt. The mounting base comprises a socket hub and a bracket The yoke 
comprises a hanger and a pivot anruThe arm in tiie socket hub. The king bolt joints the hanger to the board 1 . But the 
second base portion and the spring linking the yoke do not be mentioned in the docimient 

D2 discloses a skateboard having wheels,which has a pair of turning assembly 3 and 3 ' .The turning comprises 
elbow linker and hub and shock absorber. The shock absober may adopt springs. But the second base portion does not be 
mentioned in the document. 

D3discloses a tmck design for skate-type device, which involving base plate 32 and yoke 37 and T-rod. There are 
several holes for bolt in the base plate. The top portion of the T-rod 3 la is in the groove 33. The leg extends through the 
base plate 32 and yoke 37 and connects the tiiem together. The second base portion does not be mentioned in tiie 
document. 

D4 discloses a wheel moimting for skateboard, which conq)rises a rigid rocking arm 13 carrying the wheel axlelO, 
and a pivot 18 at right angle to the axle and carrying a plate 15 fixed to the underside of the board by a bolt 26. The 
second base portion does not be mentioned in &e document. 

None of Ae prior art discloses the structure of the the second base portion which be fixed to the first base portion. 
None of the prior art discloses the integrative supporting board on.ti[ie second base portion. 

Therefore claims 1-23, are novel and inventive, and meet the requirements of Article 33(2), (3)PCT. 
It is apparent that the above claims l-23have the industrial applicability, and meet the requirements of Article 33(4)
